known him I have never once seen him 
show the slightest sign of impatience, 
though at times besought for help In 
some, of his busiest moments, and 
no 


hody ever heard him say .in unkind 
word of anybody though sometimes 
sorely disappointed in the person 
he 


was trying to think well of. 


We all know that h& was a man o: 


deep learning, a graduate of onft of our 
best colleges he brought to the study 
of the law the trained mind of 
the 


splendid student and became a lea.rne« 
lawyer and 
careful counsellor. 
Fie 


was never showy or boastful, 
rather 


the opposite. n,uiet and unassuming, 
but he knew how to find the law and 
how to apply it. and often men who 
assumed to know far more came quiet- 
ly into his office for help and guid- 
ance out of dirticultles into which their 
presumption had led them. 


As clerk of this court he was able, 


careful and conscientious in his work, 
and seldom, if ever, were any mistakes 
or errors discovered after him. In sev- 
en years' close association with him 
here I learned to appreciate more and 
more the man and his character. I saw 
his courteous attitude towards and fair 
and impartial treatment of the- public. 
I watched his kind sndi considerate

midst, the man or woman who knew 
little or nothing fit our language, cus- 
toms or laws and who was therefore 
diffident and backward ar.d often very 
trying to one's patience.
